REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1957. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Whitefield. 


July,  1958 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  influenza  epidemic  accounted  for  eight  deaths,  and  there  were 
over  200  cases  of  measles  amongst  children  under  15  years  of  age. 
Forty-one  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  also  notified. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General,  the  estimated  population  for 
May  1957  was  13,040,  an  increase  of  60  compared  with  1956.  The 
adjusted  live  birthrate  was  14.3,  and  the  adjusted  death-rate  14.5  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  were  16.1  and  11.5  respectively. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  a  record  low  figure  of  11  per  1,000 
live  births  -  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  23.  A  five-year 
average  gives  a  more  reliable  figure,  and  for  1952  to  1956  the  rate 
was  17.5,  which  is  considerably  better  than  the  national  rate.  There 
has  only  been  one  maternal  death  since  1951.  The  comprehensive 
health  service  now  provided  for  mothers  and  babies  undoubtedly 
contributes  to  this  happy  result. 


Samples  of  treated  water  from  the  mains  supply 


and  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

Milk  supplies  were  free  from  tuberculosis,  and  there  was  only  one 
sample  below  standard  bacteriologically.  Eighty-eight  tests  were 
carried  out. 

Epidemic  diseases  consisted  principally  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough,  together  with  a  number  of  cases  of  influenza. 

Protection  against  infectious  disease  is  now  becoming  an 
important  programme  in  early  life.  Within  the  first  few  years  a 
child  is  inoculated  against  smallpox,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis,  and  during  later  school  life  against 
tuberculosis .  This  has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  health 
department  and  of  family  doctors,  but  the  results  have  been  of  tremend¬ 
ous  benefit  to  children.  The  district  has  been  entirely  free  from 
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diphtheria  for  over  ten  years,  and  there  have  been  no  deaths  from 
this  cause  for  eighteen  years.  Protection  against  poliomyelitis  is 
now  proceeding  and,  at  the  end  of  1957,  435  children  under  the  age  of 
15  had  been  inoculated.  No  reactions  of  any  kind  have  been  reported. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning,  and  detailed  attention 
has  been  given  to  food  hygiene  in  all  food  premises,  including  shops 
and  kitchens. 

The  Council  completed  16  houses,  and  other  persons  58  houses, 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  housing 
list  at  the  31st  December,  1957,  was  284. 

At  the  time  of  xvriting  this  report  the  Clean  Air  Act  has  become 
fully  operative  and  the  Council  has  approved  the  making  of  a  survey 
with  a  view  to  establishing  a  smoke  controlled  area  in  the  central 
part  of  the  town. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  encouragement  given  by 
the  members  of  the  Council,  and  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for 
their  excellent  service.

Of  the  samples 
taken,  23  were  classified  as  provisional  grade  1,  three  provisional 
grade  3,  and  one  provisional  grade  4.  In  all  cases  of  unsatisfact¬ 
ory  samples  produced  outside  the  area,  the  appropriate  local 
authorities  were  notified,  from  whom  full  co-operation  was  received

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  29th 
Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1957.  The  section  dealing  with  Cleansing  and 
Rodent  Control  is  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1958. 

During  the  period  under  review  1,067  premises  were  visited,  548 
nuisances  or  defects  were  found,  and  498  abated.  80  Informal  and  6 
Statutory  Notices  were  served. 

Further  duties  were  added  to  the  Department  by  the  placing  on  the 
Statute  Book  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957.  From  the  Act  coming  into 
operation  to  the  31st  December,  1957,  38  applications  were  received 
for  Certificates  of  Disrepair.  It  would  appear  that  tenants  are 
making  greater  use  of  this  Act  than  of  the  previous  one. 

The  removal  of  tenants  from  the  Hillock  Lane  Clearance  Area  has 
proceeded  satisfactorily.  Nineteen  families  were  rehoused  during 
the  year. 

May  I  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Surveyor,  and  the  staff  in  general,  my  appreciation  of  the  assist¬ 
ance  and  co-operation  shown  to  me  during  the  year.

183  inspections  were  carried  out  of  the  various  types  of  food 
premises  in  the  area,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record 
that  the  traders  were  only  too  willing  to  co-operate  with  the 
department  regarding  any  improvements  which  were  found  to  be 
necessary. 

Wash  basins  with  adequate  supplies  of  hot  water  were  provided 
in  five  instances,  whilst  the  drainage  of  shop  premises  was 
reconstructed  in  two  instances.

MILK  SAMPLES „ 
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The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  the  farms  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 
Local  authorities  are  still  responsible  for  many  important  duties 
connected  with  the  distribution  of  milk,  including  the  sampling  of 
milk  after  it  leaves  the  shippon. 

The  duties  in  connection  with  the  water  supply,  sewage  disposal 
and  housing  at  farms  and  dairy  premises  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  local  authority.  Reports  of  any  unsatisfactory  samples  of  milk 
are  forwarded  to  the  Chief  Milk  Production  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  who  then  carries  out  the 
necessary  investigations. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that,  of  the  sixteen 
samples  of  milk  submitted  for  biological  examination,  all  were  found 
to  be  free  of  tuberculous  infection.

During  the  period  under  review  much  turns  and  er.erg y  was  devoted 
to  this  important  branch  of  the  department' s  work.  The  Council 
continued  to  operate  a  free  service  of  treatment  for  private  dwell¬ 
ings.  This  service  plays  an  important  part  in  bringing  to  the 
notice  of  the  department  any  infestation  which  may  occur,  and  it  will 
be  observed  from  the  table  that,  d urine  the  year,  fifty-four  private 
houses  were  treated  for  either  infestation  of  rats  or  mice. 


The  Council' s  refuse  tip  was  kept  under  cor.sta 
and  the  necessary  treatments  "ere  carried  out  with 
the  tip  free  from  the  infestation  of  rats.  There 
trained  in  the  recognised  technique  of  the  Ministry 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  their  services  are  avaiiabl 
any  infestations.

Eight  treatments  were  carried  out  on  business  premises  at  the 
requests  of  the  occupiers,  and  charged  at  tine  appropriate  rate. 
Several  firms  in  the  district  engage  Industrial  Servicing  Companies 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  rodent  control  on  their  premises. 


I  do  feel  that  there  should  be  closer  contact  between  the  local 
authority  and  the  Industrial  Servicing  Tompanies  who  work  in  the 
area,  and  that  the  companies  should  report  to  the  authority  when 
carrying  out  this  important  work  so  as  to  enable  the  Council  to  keep 
a  close  watch  on  the  adjoining  premises  in  order  that  treatments  may 
be  carried  out  should  there  be  any  migration.  Under  the  present 
legislation  there  is  no  responsibility  or.  the  servicing  ccmpar.i 
notify  the  local  authority.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional 
Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  and  the  representatives  are  Councillor 
Mrs.  C.M.  Wragby ,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector . 

A  joint  scheme  for  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution, 
which  was  inaugurated  in  1951,  still  continues  to  function.  The  area 
covered  by  the  scheme  is  approximately  70  square  miles. 

Whitefield,  being  one  of  the  participating  authorities,  has  two 
lead  peroxide  gauges,  one  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Stand  Cricket 
Club  and  the  other  at  the  Sewage  Works,  Moss  Lane.  The  results  of 

tests  carried  out  in  the  area  are  shown  as  follows  : -

In  April  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  on 
the  question  of  Smoke  Controlled  Areas.  It  was  resolved  that 
Councillor  Radford,  together  with  the  officials,  should  consider  in  its 
many  aspects  the  feasibility  of  supporting  a  smoke  controlled  area  in 
the  district. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  investigations  were  being  carried  out 
regarding  the  possibility  of  a  smokeless  area  being  created  in  the 
central  part  of  the  district  involving  104  houses. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  report  deals  with  the  financial  year 
ended  the  31st  March,  1358. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Section  of  the  Department  has 
been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  year,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  a  weekly  collection  of  house¬ 
hold  refuse  has  been  maintained. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  a  10  cu.  yd.  freighter  with  six 
loaders  employed  full  time,  and  a  9  cu.  yd.  Fordson  "Jeckta"  with  a 
driver  and  two  loaders  employed  for  approximately  two  days  per  week. 

In  October  the  freighter,  which  had  been  in  operation  since  1949, 
was  replaced  by  a  Karrier  Gamecock  side-loader  with  a  diesel  engine. 

During  recent  years  there  has  been  a  great  change  in  the  character 
of  household  refuse,  and  it  has  been  the  custom  to  endeavour  to  carry 
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out  the  slogan  ''Burn  your  Refuse  and  Save  your  Rates"  with  a  view  to 
reducing  the  amount  of  material  to  be  collected,  but  I  feel  that, with 
the  passing  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  we  can  no  longer  apply  that  slogan. 
Cleansing  Departments  will  be  faced  with  an  increase  in  materials  to 
be  collected  generally,  and  no  doubt  manufacturers  will  have  to  give 
some  consideration  to  different  designs  and  types  of  vehicles  to  be 
used. 


I  have  endeavoured,  where  possible,  to  reduce  the  size  of  dust 
bins,  but  I  feel  that  we  shall  in  due  course  have  to  revert  to  the  2-g- 
cubic  foot  bin  or  consider  the  question  of  greater  separation  at  the 
source  of  production  and  provide  some  other  type  of  container  for 
waste  paper  and  other  salvage  materials. 


Kitchen  Waste. 

The  amount  of  kitchen  waste  collected  during  the  year  was 
122  tons,  15  cwts.,  this  being  a  reduction  of  approximately  32  tons 
as  against  previous  years.  This  is  due  to  the  removal  from  the 
streets  of  the  communal  bins. 


Dust  Bin  Maintenance  Service. 

The  above  scheme,  which  was  introduced  in  June  1950,  still 
continues  to  function  satisfactorily. 

The  number  of  bins  provided  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  is 
2,701. 

The  number  replaced  during  the  financial  year  under  review  was 
367  -  201  of  2  cu.ft.  capacity  and  166  of  2-3r  cu.ft.  capacity. 

The  estimated  cost  of  bin  replacements  for  the  year  was  £680. 

The  amount  expended  was  £678.  6s.  2d. 


SALVAGE . 

The  Council  continues  to  collect  waste  paper  and  other  salvage, 
no  difficulty  having  been  experienced  in  disposing  of  the  materials 
collected. 

The  amount  of  materials  collected  during  the  year  was  somewhat 
less  than  that  of  previous  years,  thus  giving  a  reduction  in  revenue 
of  £162.  4s.  Od. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Salvage  Stewards  for  their 
valuable  work.  Many  of  them  have  assisted  in  this  important  task 
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since  the  early  days  of  the  war.
